T0GET WAGE PROBE 


Trade Commission Agent 
To Investigate Com- 
plaints on Code.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Chair- 
man Charles H. March, of the fed- 
eral trade commission, today advised 
Representative Malcolm C. Tarver, of 
Dalton, Ga., that the commission 
would send one of its agents into the 
seventh Georgia congressional district 
‘immediately to investigate the com- 
plaint of small sawmill owners that 
they are unable to pay the wages 
fixed by General Hugh L. Johnson’s 
lumber code. 

The lumber code fixed a minimum 

| wage of 24 cents an hour for saw- 
mill workers, and operators in his 
‘congressional district have told him 
that unless this wage is materially 
reduced, they could not continue to 
| operate. 
“As a matter of fact,” Judge Tar- 
‘yer declared, “many of the more than 
200 mills in my district already have 
been forced to close down. I per- 
sonally appeared at the lumber code 
hearing a few days ago and detailed 
the complaints of my constiutent op- 
erators and advised Deputy Admin- 
istrator Selfridge that small mill own- 
ers throughout the south could not 
pay the wages fixed by the code and 
continue ta operate.” 

Representative ‘Tarver’s first re- 
quest for an investigation of sawmill 
wage conditions in ‘his district was 
made to the NRA, and they in turn 
called upon the federal trade commis- 
sion to make the survey and report 
to General Johnson.

large projects such as contemplated 
in the Atlanta sewer proposal. 

“This means that the Atlanta proj- 
ect will have to be delayed until ad- 
ditional funds are provided by con- 
gress,’ said Alan Johnstone, chief 
field representative of Administra- 
tor Hopkins, who has just returned 
from Atlanta, where he spent a week 
conferring with Mayor James L. Key 
and Miss Gay B. Shepperson, CWA 
administrator for Georgia. 

“Our funds are practically  ex- 
hausted,” he added, “so low in fact 
that we have just been forced to adopt 
the stagger system to keep things 
going over the winter period. But the 
fact that our funds are nearly de- | 
pleted does not mean that the At- 
lanta project is dead. It has been ap- 


proved by us and if congress appro-. 
priates more money,*the project can.

LABOR PAPER LAUDS 
STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Editorial by Jerome Jones 
Warmly Commends Atti- 
tude of Conciliation. 


~ 


Hope that the settlement of the 
differences between the electrical 
workers and the Seorgia Power Com- 
soa will serve as an example and 
e accepted as yet happier relations 
between employer and employe, one 
of a series of such agreements that 
will ultimately bind workers and own- 
ers in every industry in one common 
bond of effort, understanding and 
friendship, was expressed last week in 
an editorial by Jerome Jones in the 
Journal of Labor. 

Under the heading, “A Rejoicing 
That Cannot Soon Pass Away,” Mr. 
Jones said that the settlement is a 
“general victory for both narties.” 
“To he sure,’ he said, “neither one 
gained all that was to be desired, and 
many details are yet to be worked 
Nevertheless, the fact that these 
two were able to come together and 
reach a basis of common understand- 
ing is cause for commendation on 
both sides. 

“It should be pointed out that the 
grievance of the’ electrical workers 
was not against the Georgia Power 
Company itself, but was against a 
subsidiary organization of the eastern 
concern handling the construction 
work of the company. This made the 
disagreement all the more unfortunate 
since its practical effects were to force 
the workers into a disagreement with 
the power company. 

“It is a matter of common gratitude 
that these two are once more on that 
same basis of mutual understanding 
and friendship that existed a few 
years ago.’ The major portion of the 
credit for settlement of the differ- 
ences was given by Jones to P. S, 
Arkwright and W. EF. Mitchell, of the 
power company, and T. L. Elder, A. 
Steve Nance and J. Sid Tiller, of the 
labor organization. 

“The Georgia Power Company will 
have no ‘reason to regret extending a 
hand to the electrical workers,” Jones 
said. “This settlement marks a vie- 
tory for industrial relations in this 
section and is a worthy example to 
industry all over the country.”

In Toronto, he pointed out, there are 
five leading institutions clustered to- 
gether, yet maintaining their separate 
identities, forming the University of 
Toronto. The units are of various 
denominations, including Methodist, 
Episcopal and Catholic. In Cleveland 
20 units are co-ordinated. These in- 
clude sectarian and non-sectarian 
schools and even include the publie 
library system. , 

“This same plan is being consid- 
ered in the proposed merger of North- 
western University and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in which Dr. Hutchins, 
of course, is deeply interested,” Dr. 
McCain said. “The strongest reason 
advanced for the linking of these two 
great schools is to eliminate over- 
lapping activities and give their units 
wider fields for specialization. In 
Chicago two noted institutes, Armour 
and the Lewis, are being considered 
as participants in the amalagama- 
tion program which possibly may in- 
clude several other denominational 
institutions which already have moved 
to points adjacent to the University 
of Chicago campus.” 

Dr. McCain said the matter of 
finance had been considered but no 
estimate of the cost of the program 
had been hazarded., 

“The whole thing still is in a formu- 
lative and a tentative stage,” he said. 
It was revealed that although the pro- 
gram has been under consideration for 
some time those interested had not 
intended that there should be any pub- 
lication regarding it until it had been 
made more concrete.

Ely really 
did not play for so much eash, but

It was the memorable Culbertson- 
Lenz 150-rubber match played a few 
years ago which resulted in Culbert- 
son winning. It was a match staged 
Primarily to test two systems, 
Culbertson approach forcing, cham- 
pioned by Ely and his various part- 
ners,. and the Official system, 
sored hy Sidney Lenz. 

Staked His System. 

In this match Culbertson staked the 
value of his system against that ot 
the newer Official system. (Consid- 
ering the revenue from his syndicated 
articles, his hooks and movie shorts, 
defeat in that match probably would 
have cost him at least the sum he 
mentioned. Winning certainly gave 
him added prestige and spiked, to a 
great «degree, the popularity of the 
Official system, 

While the intangible stake of one 
million was always looming before 
his eyes in that match, Ely really had 
some substantial coin down on the 
line. As a matter of fact, he wager 
ed S60,.000 against $30,000 on the out- 
come. Some of this was het when 
his side was trailing by several thou- 
sand points. He was supremely con- 
fident hefore the match and at all 
stages of the play. 

While he gained international fame 
and a great amount of publicity 
through that match, Ely gave all his 
actual money winnings to charity. 
This is a custom he still follows in 

exhibition similar matches, 
Plays Little Bridge. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
son plays little bridge. About 
twice a week comprises his 
ance at the bridge table. But, 
expresses it, he “lives bridge’ 
his awakening until slumber 
his eves to thoughts of “take-outs” 
and “exit plays.’ He is naturally 
fond of playing and would play more 
if he had the time.

He plays in few tournaments. 
While liking duplicate and tourna- 
ment play he enjoys rubber bridge 
more.

But right alongside 
of these Culbertson works and in the 
same bold relief was “Money Con- 
tract,’ the leading work of. his. arch 
rival, Hal Sims. It was a gesture that 
only Ely could make. 

Ask Rival to Write. 

all know, Mrs. Madaline 
and Culbertson have been bitter 
rivals. Probably no one disliked Ely 
more than she. On his return from 
the international match against Eng- 
land a few months ago, Culbertson’s 
first move on Janding was to call 
Madaline and contract her to write a 
column for his magazine, The Bridge 
World. 

His dislikes in the bridge field 
flame and then die with the same 
rapidity with which they were engen- 
dered. At heart he probably has no 
especial dislike for anyone, As far 
as his great rival Sims is concerned, 
I really believe they both have a secret 
liking for each other.

LOUISIANA CLOSES 
POLITICAL DRIVE 


Power of Kingfish Waver- 
ing as New Orleans Elec- 
tion Approaches. 


By EARLE B. STEELE. . 

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 20.—(UP) 
Louisiana politics reached its zenith 
tonight @s the New Orleans municipal 
election campaign closed in a bedlam 
of open-air rallies, howling crowds, 
and angry epithets. 

The specter of national guardsmen 
hovered remotely in the background. 

City government was pitted against 
state government and Senator Huey 
P. Long, the irrepressible kingfish, 
waged an underdog battle in a three- 
cornered race. 

The complete picture, however, was 
nothing to startle the seasoned politi- 
eal observer. The turmoil was much 
the same as it has been on many 
other occasions since Huey P. Long 
came down from the red hill country 
to incorporate himself as general man- 
ager of state politics. 

Long has entered a ticket in the 
city field for the first time, in an 
effort to wrest control from the old 
regular democratic party, so-called 
“Tammany Hall of the South,” which 
has not lost an election here for 14 
years. The third faction in the field 
is headed by Francis Williams, head 
of a perennial anti-Long group. 

All Are Democrats. 

All three factions are democrats in 
good standing, and it is strictly an 
inter-party battle. Unless one of the 
three candidates gets a clear majority 
of all votes cast next Wednesday 
there will be a run-off primary to de- 
cide the winner. 

The mayoralty candidates are May- 
or T. S. Walmsley, seeking re-election 
on the old regular ticket: Williams 
himself, and John Klorer on the Long 
ticket. : 

It has been estimated that 100,000 
votes will be cast, and if there is any 
foundation to charges hurled at a 
current open-court investigation of the 
registration rolls, many persons will 
probably vote two or three times, and 
some may be cast by persons dead, 
lo, these many years.

Famed Viennese S urgeonin U.S.., 
Indorses Compulsory Sterilization 


By HOMER McCOY. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—(#)}—In- 
dorsing sterilization and bringing a 
recipe for longevity, Dr. Adolph Lo- 
renz, famed “bloodless surgeon,” who 
commutes across the Atlantic in con- 
ducting his practice, arrived in New 
York on the liner Hamburg today. 

Of sterilization the Viennese sur- 
geon who pioneered in treating dis- 
eases without use of the knife, said: 

“Compulsory sterilization has been 
my dream for years. I indorse it 
with all my heart because its purpose 
is to prevent disease, to eliminate the 
mental and moral defectives,: born 
criminals and incorrigible drunkards.” 

He declared that Germany’s pres- 
ent sterilization program would, he 
hoped, “improve the racial stock.” 

“Sterilization is not un-Christian,” 
Dr. Lorenz said. “I hope it will be 
the program of all civilized nations 
to thus get rid of the scum of- hu- 
manity.” 

His rules for living long included 
a semi-hedonistic tinge and the admo- 
nition to eschew too much fat. 


“Come from good stock,” he said, 
“be moderate in the enjoyment of all 
pleasures; keep your mind open, and 
keep lean. 

“Don’t get so fat you can’t see your 
toes while standing.” 

This code has worked well for Dr. 
Lorenz. He is 79 years old and has 
set no deadline for retiring. 

“I'll die walking to or from a pa- 
tient’s bedside,” he said. 


Dr. Lorenz expressed delight over 
repeal of prohibition; now he can have 
his wine and beer in a legal way. 

“I think the health of the Ameri- 
can people will be improved by a mod- 
erate use of beer and wine,” he de- 
clared. “It will help them digest their 
food.” 

Dr. Lorenz was accompanied by his 
son and daughter-in-law, Dr. and Mrs. 
Albert Lorenz, 

He plans to remain in this country 
for several months, engaged in active 
practice.

In a new tightening of income tax

The order was issued by Guy T. 
Helvering, internal revenue commis- 
sioner, under authority of the 1932 
tax law. 

This statute authorized the com- 
missioner to require from brokers de- 
tailed information on the accounts of 
customers. 

Helvering said the purpose of the 
order was to enable a check on “what 
we've designated as wash sales’ to 
avoid income taxes. 

He said one type of these sales 
were those between “husband and 
wife.”

Mrs. David Nachman Attends 


Cause and Cure of War Conference 


Mrs. David Nachman, of Augusta, 
chairman of international relations, 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
attended the national conference on 
the cause and cure of war, held last 
week in Washington, D. C. Through 
her state chairmanship, Mrs. Nach- 
man was a delegate from the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, which 
is one of the 11 national organiza- 
tions represented in the conference. 
The general objectives of the national 
committee on the cause and cure of 
war are: 1. To build effective peace 
machinery; 2. To reduce war ma- 
chinery; 5. To obtain guaranteed se- 
curity against war for every nation. 

For nine years women’s organiza- 
tions in the United States numbering 
millions in their total membership, 
huve been searching unceasingly for 
the cause and cure of war, and the 
national committee is confident that 
it has found both. The cause of wars 
today is the fixed custom of rushing 
into war whenever disputes or ill feel- 
ings arise among nations—the ma- 
chinery is ready, the leaders are 
trained. The cure is the gradual sub- 
stitution of peace machinery and the 
consequent settlement of any inter- 
national difficulty by peaceful meth- 
ods. It seems simple enough but the 
almost impregnable obstruction to the 
progress of the program is the hesi- 
tation of nations to trust the new

The first lady of the land, who does 
most of her traveling by air, is hard- 
ly a more enthusiastic supporter of 
aviation than Georgia's first lady, 
who hopes to make most of her future 
trips by plane.

fered one of her finest and most expensive birds as a prize in a fancier’s 
contest, Robert won it. And that was the way their romance began. 
It is not in the least unusual for two persons who have found a mutual love 


for birds—or for horses, or dogs—to fall in love with each other. Indeed, 
unions of this kind often are the happiest and last longest. | 

But the match arranged by Della and Robert is one of the most unorthodox 
on record, And at the same time, it is one of the most startling stories of self- 
Sacrificing love ever told. But let’s begin at the beginning: 

We must go back nearly twelve years, to find Della Jones, a widow, even 
then approaching middle age, living in a small Indiana town, raising canaries 
for her livelihood. She was a regular subscriber to a national Roller canary 
breeder’s magazine, and took great interest in technical articles on the treat: 
ment of bird diseases, written and signed by Robert F. Stroud. 

The magazine announced a prize contest for its subscribers and Mrs, Jones 
offered one of her best birds as one of the awards. She was extremely pleased 
when Stroud won it and straightaway wrote him about the shipment. The address 
she had was ‘‘Lock Box 7, Leavenworth, Kansas.” 

In due time Stroud answered her letter, a brisk correspondence ensued. The 
letters rapidly became personal in nature, and before she knew it, Della found 
herself. romantically attracted to this man she,had never seen. Shortly one of 
Stroud’s letters dropped a bombshell in Della’s ‘romantic thoughts. It confessed 
that he was a life prisoner in the United States Penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
that he had been convicted of killing men on two occasions, that, in fact, gal-

Of course, Della Jones was stunned. 
Most women, no matter how romanti- 
cally inclined, would have seen a stop 
signal in this confession. They would 
have considered themselves on the 
wrong road—romantically speaking—~ 
and would have beaten a hasty retreat. 
But, you can’t ever account for a woman 
in love. And apparently, the Widow 
Jones was in love. So what happened? 

She immediately sat down and wrote 
Stroud a letter, telling him his misfor- 
tunes could mean nothing in their friend- 
ship, It continued for years, until 1931. 
While these weekly letters were be- 
ing exchanged, we will leave the 
widow temporarily and consider what she learned about Robert’s record, which 
she hastened to investigate as soon as she learned he had one. 

It seemed that Robert, when a mere boy of 18, took exception to a remark 
made by a rough miner in an Alaskan dance hall, to a woman who had befriended 
the youth. He beat the miner unmercifully—so unmercifully that the man died. 
Robert was found guilty of manslaughter and sent to prison. 

Stroud next came to public attention a few years later when again he was 
charged with murder, this time for beating to death a prison guard. He was 
tried in Federal court, found guilty and sentenced to die. But President Wilson 
commuted his sentence to solitary confinement for life in Leavenworth prison. 

Robert’s old widowed mother came into the picture about this time. She 
had saved $10,000 to provide for her old age, but she spent all of it in saving 
her son from the gallows. She moved to Kansas City to be near him. She pro- 
vided him with oils and canvasses, so he could paint and keep his mind occupied 
in his solitary cell. Soon she was able to sell his pictures, and make quite a tidy 
sum from them. Then, Robert’s eyes went back on him. He realized he must give 
up his painting. 

For months he was disconsolate. One day a sparrow flew into his cell, 
remaining there. He began training it with remarkable success. His mother 
overjoyed that he had found something to occupy his mind, brought him a 
canary. In a few months he got a mate for it. In a few years he had the walls 
of his cel] lined with cages. Once it appeared he would be robbed of his birds,

Now we turn back to the Widow Jones. It was about this time she began 
corresponding with Robert. In 1931 she visited him in the prison. Sometime 
later she visited his mother in Kansas City. And not long ago she moved to 
Kansas City, took an apartment in the same building with Mrs. Strond. 

Della Jones and Robert Stroud were very much in love. Della had drawn 
from her funds to help set the wheels moving to get him a pardon. Their letters 
passed almost daily, and Della was a frequent visitor at the penitentiary. Then, 
out of a clear sky, reporters at the U. S. District Court in Kansas uncovered the 
mute testimony of Della’s devotion. 

Filed away in the court records they found a marriage agreement, entered 
into between Della and Robert: The Federal prison does not come under juris- 
diction of Kansas State laws. So they had drawn up a common law marriage 
agreement. Each declared the other was all he and she wanted in a legal mate. 
Lawyers say their contract is legal. : 

Mrs, Stroud, Robert’s mother, {s said not to favor the match. But that has 
no bearing on our story. Often, indeed, mothers do not favor matches made by 
their fons. 

History offers something of a parallel to this romance—the mating of 
Abelard and Heloise back in the eleventh century. They were wedded just before 
Abelard went to a monastery and Heloise to a convent.

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ANDREW JACKSON

CENTURY ago the “man of the 
hour’ was Andrew Jackson, just as 
Franklin Roosevelt is today. 

Very different, these two men— 
and very similar. As to their difference, take 
the following scene, and try to imagine Roose- 
velt playing Jackson's part: 

Two angry men are standing, ten yards 
apart, glaring at each other. One is Andrew 
Jackson; the other Charles Dickinson, the best 
shot in the Mississippi: Valley. Each of these 
men is determined to kill the other, in a very 
gentlemanly duel. 

It has been agreed that at the word “Fire!” 
each may shoot as quickly as he chooses. Jack- 
son knows Dickinson to be quicker on the trig- 
ger than he, so he deliberately lets him shoot 
first. The bullet breaks a mb or two and 
A mere scratch, since

scrapes his breastbone. 
his heart is still ticking.

Slowly he raises his long arm and takes care- 
ful aim. He pulls the trigger, but the pistol 
misses fire.

son's time as now, owed money to the 
United States, which we had long been trying 
unsuccessfully to collect. Conciliation and 
diplomatic politeness were not in Jackson's 
nature; hence he had demanded payment in 
words that France considered insulting. 

That he was about to add plenty more to 
this insult would appear from the following 
notes on the subject, written in his own hand 
and spelled in his own way, as a proposed part 
of his next message to Cong ess, Fortunately 
Jackson's diplomatic advisers managed to sup- 
press these irritating though truthful comments 
on the French failure to pay. 

“*A pretended insult to her in the President 
Message of 1834! What! France take ot- 
fense at a message Which detailed the truth! 
Why, it may be asked, had not France paid the 
debt she acknowledged to be just and had 
pledged her national faith and the honor of her 
King long before that she would pay ? 

“If she had, she would have spared the Ex- 
ecutive of the painful duty in exposing in his 
communication to Congress in 1834 the facts 
Cetailing the bad faith of the Government of 
France, as he was bound to do by the requisi-

After having acknowl- 
edged the justness of the debt, because she 1s 
asked to pay, being long due, and having failed 
to pay, she takes the requirement to pay as an 
insult and is contented to pockett the money 
which she acknowledges justly due to our citi- 
zens as an indemnity for this pretended insult— 
how degrading such conduct as this to that 
proud and chivalric nation? ? would this have 
been the conduct of her Frances the first, her 
Henry 4th, or her Boneparte, or even any high- 
minded honorouble Frenchman. the answer of 
every honest highminded honorable man must 
be in the negative—the debt would have been 
first paid, and then the demand for satisfaction 
of her insulted honor. . . .° 


OINTS of similarity between Jackson and 

Roosevelt would include, surely, the nation- 
wide popularity of each, especially among the 
still numerous group of citizens not under in- 
vestigation for some kind of financial iniquity. 
Also the tendency to one-man rule (“King An- 
drew the First’; “Franklin the Dictator.’’), 
and to experimentation with new measures and 
methods to meet new situations. 

With Jackson came the rise of the common 
man; universal suffrage and democracy; the 
people taking charge of the government. With 
Roosevelt, the rescue of the forgotten man; 
codes and security; the government taking 
charge of the people. 

Jackson brought in the astonishing heresy 
that government should be neither for nor by 
the wealthy and the well-born, but that the un- 
washed and unlettered mob should control it 
by their votes and even occupy many of its 
offices. 


, ore hlled the better people with alarm. 
Successful governments had never been 
run that way in the past, and the lurid horrors 
of Jacobin Democracy in the French Revolution 
were still fresh in their memories. The Wild 
West seemed to be moving in to take control 
over the civilized East. Experiment was about 
to replace experience. 

The kind of people whom President Roose- 


‘velt today is calling “modern Tories’ said this 


was all wrong and perilous and subversive of 
American institutions. It seemed as impractical 
and unsafe to the Tories of 1834 as, for ex- 
ample, such words as the following, uttered re- 
cently by a prominent member of the Roosevelt 
administration, seem to the Tories of 1934: 

“It is exceedingly important that business 
men never again take as large a percentage of 
the national income for profits as they did in 
1929. We need a new type of business man, 
who is willing to devote all his talents to bring- 
ing about a fair, workable relationship between 
the income of labor, the income of agriculture, 
and at the same time receive for his services 
only a small return on capital and a modest 
salary. If the New Deal means anything, it 
means subordination of capital rights and prop- 
erty rights to human rights.” 


\ OREOVER, the centralization of control 
+" over business by the government in Wash- 
ington seemed intolerable in Jackson's time. 

Unless it were speedily checked, there would 
soon be no more freedom, either political or 
economic. At any rate, so it seemed to the peo- 
ple of South Carolina and in less degree to the 
people of other seewtns who disliked the gov- 
ernment's tariff policy. 

According to eminent statesmen of the South, 
the Constitution does not authorize the federal 
government to pass laws which so regulate pri- 
vate business as to diminish seriously the profits

thereof. Under Jackson, certain protective tarift 
laws had been passed which gravely injured 
the business of exporting cotton from the south- 
ern states to England, and South Carolina was 
all ready to lead an armed revolt against this 
unconstitutional enlargement of federal au- 
thority. 

Revolt was avoided by a compromise, but 
the resentment against undue and unwarranted 
interference by government in business remained. 

This resentment waned in the presence of the 
dire national emergency of March, 1933, but it 
shows signs of reviving rapidly with the pros- 
pect of prosperity, and is beginning to assert 
the constitutional rights of a traditionally rugged 
individualism against the collectivist tendency 
of President Roosevelt's New Deal legislation. 
Today, as a hundred years ago, the Constitution 
is called upon to authorize ever-increasing 
powers for the national government. 


ACKSON’S management of the national 

finances and currency is the subject of almost 
as much criticism and controversy today as 1s 
that of President Roosevelt. Our central 
financial institution of a hundred years ago was 
the Bank of the United States, chartered in 
1816 for a 20-year period, but slain in mortal 
combat by President Jackson before that pe- 
riod had expired. 

To Jackson, this bank was just the “Big 
Bad Wolf’ of Wall Street, and he easily mo- 
bilized against it the distrust and hatred of his 
supporters in the campaign of 1832, to pre- 
vent its re-charter four years later. 

Then he proceeded to starve it to death by 
withdrawing from it the government's deposits. 
These deposits were placed in numerous smaller 
and less cautious banks, and thus became the 
basis for a mania of speculation which had 
much to do with bringing on the disastrous 


panic of 1837. 


" ovhise cute atl bankers and statesmen 
then and now have joined in condemn- 
ing jackson’s policy in this matter as one based 
on ignorance and a willingness to try a reckless 
experiment. On the other hand, it has found 
defenders, one of whom recently stated: 

‘Tt is significant that the masses of the peo- 
ple, not without evidence to justify them, came 

to believe with President Jackson that the 
Bank of the United States had become a 
gigantic institution which could and did 
use its economic power and its connection 
with the government to entrench itself more 
deeply and to manipulate the finances of 
the country in the interest of bankers and 
their friends rather than of the masses of 
the people. 

“Tt is likewise significant that this opin- 
ion has remained sufficiently firm to prevent the 
re-charter of that or of any other such monop- 
oly. It is perhaps a coincidence that many of 
the present opponents of President Roosevelt's 
financial policies represent interest. similar to 
those represented oy the opponents of Presi- 
dent Jackson.”’ 

Jackson’s harsh and quarrelsome methods 
with Congress contrast sharply with Roosevelt's 
pleasantly persuasive coercion. When Jackson 
slew the bank, the Senate censured him for so 
doing. He protested against the censure, and 
year after year, through the agency of his 
friend Senator Benton, sought to have it ex- 
punged from the record. At last the long siege 
was victorious and a motion to expunge passed 
the Senate after a debate lasting nearly | 3 hours, 


N comparing the breadth of view of these 

two New Dealers—their understanding of 
the present and vision of the future—the su- 
periority of Roosevelt seems strikingly apparent. 
Indeed, there is a good deal of evidence sug- 
gesting that Jackson viewed the problems df 
his time in a very narrow fashion and under- 
stood very little of what was going on around 
him in the world at large or at home. 

For instance, the letters he wrote give the 
reader that impression. In the preface to the 
most recently published volume of Jackson’s 
correspondence, the editor comments on this 
fact as follows: 

**The range of President Jackson’s interest 
in the affairs of the world, and even of the 
United States, was plainly not wide. . He 
was content to be simply the executor of its 
laws and its foremost politician.” 

To some extent, and certainly more than 
Jackson, Roosevelt may be considered the crea- 
tor, and not solely the creature, of a New Era, 
provided the beginnings he has made are at 
length carried to a successful completion.

The next time you see a particularly upstage and 
unbending individual, of ancient ancestry and 
awesome personal grandeur, just find out 
whether some female is calling him ‘Mickey 
Mouse”’ or “‘Datsy Dodo” before you scrape the 
skin off your forehead, 


AND men, thinking these pet names are cute, 

pick them up and signthem. “Dumb-bel]’’ was 
the perfect nickname. Of course the psychology 
of it was entirely simple. She had called him 
that playfully, it had somehow stuck, and when 
he wrote to her in genial vein he naturally signed 
the name he was called by. Just in that way, 
millionaires and doctors and statesmen and—yes 
—even lawyers have written spoony letters to 
girls and signed them “Chumps” or “Petty” or 
*“‘Noozlums” or “Bear.” And -“Lover,” ‘“‘Boy”’ 
and “Daddy” are commonplace.

Let a pretty plaintiff come into court 
with a love-lorn expression on her face and a 
pet-name letter in her hand, and jurors will leap 
to the task of making the affectionate gentleman 
pay for his fun in good, red gold. 

Petname letters have cost incredible sums to 
American business men and their heirs. 


HEY have bred what a good many thinkers. 


are inclined to regard as a first-class racket 
—the “heart-balm”’ farce. 

They have impinged very interestingly upon 
the ancient law which, regarding the marriage 
contract as the foundation of society, sheds a 
peculiar significance, almost a sanctity, upon the 
pre-nuptial agreement too, whether it’s in a pet- 
name letter or a forma] announcement.

Among the 
ancient Romans, the promise of marriage was 
called “stipulatio sponsalia” and an action of 
damage lay against either party who promised 
to wed and didn’t come through. In later Roman 
days, when bridegrooms gave a betrothal-settle- 
ment or “‘arrhae sponsalitae,”’ he lost this sum 
if he ran out on the girl, while if she ran out on 
him she had to pay it back with an equal amount 
added.

This is not to say that there are not plenty of. 


legitimate breach-of-promise charges. No in- 
ference can ever be drawn as to any particular 
case, from the notorious fact that many cases are 
not legitimate. Some girls’ hearts really do 
break; some girls’ reputations really do suffer, 
some men really ought to pay “heart-balm’”’ when 
they have coldbloodly or selfishly played ducks 
and drakes with sincere young ladies’ lives. 

It’s all a question of the particular facts in 
the given case. Some of the cases outlined at the 
bottom of this page indicate how hard it is to tix 
the blame in matters of love-making or decide as 
between sincerity and insincerity—which seems 
to be the essential point, humanely speaking. 


TILL, there’s enough savor of blackmail and 
shakedown about the whole situation, so that 
repeated efforts havé been made to change the 
law. In 1879, the British Parliament considered 
legislation dulling the edge of the breach-of- 
promise weapon, whether in women’s hands or 
men’s. Various American States have made 
similar attempts. But they have had little if any 
result, for it’s hard to draw a law that will cut 
cleanly between real and fake cases, and in leyal 
theory the jury is a sufficient protection against 
abuses—whether it operates that way in prac- 
tice or not. 

But we have such opinions as that of Mr. I. 
Gainsburg, a prominént Wall Street attorney, 
who said recently: 

“‘We have relief for bankers, relief for the 
unemployed, but no relief for the male from the 
wrath of a woman scorned. Alienation .and

breach of promise suits should not be permitted 
by law.” 

Rose Rothenberg, assistant district attorney 
of New York County, said: 

“If either party to a marriage believes he or 
she can be happier with someone else, [ think it 
is their privilege to try it without exposing them- 
selves to a suit.” 

Judge Joseph David of ‘Chicago threw one 
suit out of court with the blunt dictum: “‘Love has 
no price.” 

In England, Rebecca West, writer and fem- 
inist, has expressed the belief that damages in 
such cases ought to be limited to the actual out- 
lay involved. That is, if a young woman has quit 
a job and bought a costly trousseau, believing 
she was to be married, she ought to get her money 
back. This quite resembles the French system— 
which puts the pre-nuptial agreement on a busi- 
ness basis and eliminates “‘heart-balm” claims.

at least that much earlier thar 
thev will be planting them at the 
time out-of-doors. It is 
not uncommon for Zinnia plants 
to sell for as much as one dollar 
per dozen during April, so it is 
evident that a great deal of monev 
Will be saved by following this 
method of hurrying the bloom- 
ing period along. 

A cold frame is a very simple 
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thing to construct if it so happens 
that you are not blessed with one 
at the present time. Make the 
sides of the cold frame of 12-inch 
planks, usually using two or three 
of these held together by a counle 
of two-by fours. Dig a hole the 
shape of the frame, to a depth of 
three feet, place the sides of the 
frame in place and nail them to- 
gether at the corners securely. 
The top of the frame should be 
arranged in such a manner that 
the to» will slope towards the 
south. After this has been done 
fill the frame with good top soi 
with which has been mixed some 
well-rotted stable manure. (‘Use 
one part of rotted stable fertilizer 
and three parts of good, rich top 
soil.) If the top soil is a little 
too heavy, add a bit of peat moss 
to lizhten the soil and to hold the 
moisture later on. This soil that 1s 
placed in the frame should not be 
filled to the same depth as the 
outs'de better for it to be 
about six inches under the level 
xf the outside soil. 

The top of the cold frame is 
hest covered with glass. A cheap- 

metnod just as satis- 
factory is by the use of some of 
substitutes that are 
manufactured for this particular 
purpose These will seldom) last 
more than one or two seasons, put 
the cost is verv low. and after 
considering the breakage that is 
bound to occur through the use 
Of glass, it will still be much 
cheaper, even in the long run.

One that is three 
feet wide and six feet long wil] 
probably hold all of the vegetables 
and flowers necessary for most 
any family. 

If your garden is already

It may also happen 
that there is available a room 
that is not being used at the pres- 
ent time. If this happens tobe 
the case, and after you have made 
a collection of boxes from various 
sources, vOu are all set for a de- 
partmentized cold frame. each box

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or vegetable seed. Another fine 
spot for this collection of boxes 
is the basement, particularly if 
there are windows facing toward 
the south. Build a shelf about four 
feet wide before each of the win- 
dows and. place these boxes on 
this shelf so that they may enjoy 
all of the sun possible. 


ZINNIAS. 


One of the best flowers for 
planting in this particular manner 
is the zinnia. Zinnias respond 
readily to this treatment and will 
even bloom more prolifically after 
they have been transplanted from 
the cold frame than they will 
when they are planted directly out 
of doors. They will also start 
blooming about one month earlier 
when they are started in this 
manner. 

By the wav, we wonder if a 
great many of our readers don’t 
like the old-fashioned name of 
“old maids” for these flowers. 
For some reason that is a much 
more attractive name than that 
of zinnia. We often feel that if 
more of us would stick to some of 
these old-fashioned names for our 
flowers, we would enjoy them 
more than when they are burden- 
ed with a Latin name a mile long 
and meaning nothing to us. Could 
vou enjoy poppies if they had to 
be called papaver? 

Much work has been done with- 
in the last 10 years, of a very 
constructive nature in California. 
Experimenting with various types 
of zinnias and crossing them has 
brought out new types and colors. 
For a number of years it was al- 
most impossible to get any seeds 
that were true to color. In a pack- 
age of supposedly pink Zzinnias, 
everything from white to purple 
could be found. They are now be- 
ing grown much more carefully 
and some of our better seedmen 
now sell those almost perfect 
specimens, so far as color is con- 
cerned. 

The common Zinnia may now be 
had in a number of colors, includ- 
ing crimson, pink, orange, purple. 
rose, salmon, scarlet, yellow and 
white. It is not unusual to find 
these flowers that have width of 
four to six inches, and a good, 


hardy plant will bloom almost all 


summer long. 


One of the newer types of zin- 
nia, that has been introduced 
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within the last few vears, is the 
dahlia-flowered zinnia. This is 
correctly called ‘dahlia-flowered,.” 
as it does resemble to a very large 
extent some of the fine decorative 
dahlias. These may now be se- 
cured in separate colors, includ- 
ing white, yellow, red. crimson. 
lavender, pink and orange. These 
flowers usually grow a little larger 
than the regular zinnia, but are a 
great deal more double. It is very 
seldom that there will be found 
the open center so often found in 
the regular zinnias. : 

Another new introduction is the 
pom-pom Zinnia. These resemble 
in size and shape the very popu- 
lar pom-pom dahlias and really 
make as attractive cut flower as 
the dahlia of that species. 

The culture for the various 
types of zinnias is all the same. 
They may be sown now in cold 
frames or seed beds, or may be 
planted out of doors after al] 
danger of frost has passed. After 
the plents have attained a height 


of three inches, they should be 
transplanted to the garden and 
spaced about two or three feet 
apart. Zinnias like to have plenty 
of shallow cultivation and prefer 
to stand in the full sun. They 
respond particularly well to a 
little extra care and fertilization, 
although thev will grow and 
bloom very often in spite of gross 
neglect. Fertilization should not 
be overlooked. 

At the time the seeds are plant- 
ed, a small amount of good com- 
mercial fertilizer, such as 12-3-4 
or Loma, should be mixed into the 


seed bed. When they are trans- 
planted, they Should receive a 
little larger dose. mixed thorough- 
ly with the soil, about two table- 
spoonfuls to the plant. As soon as 
they start blooming, the fertilizer 
should be repeated and continued 
about once each month through 
out the summer.

fashioned bedding varieties, 
should be started from the seeds 
in cold frames now, and trans- 
planted into open ground after 
Easter. Our old-fashioned rule 
about the last frost is that it 
comes the Saturday before Easter, 
which this year is April 1. This 
means that tender annuals, both 
flower and vegetable, must be 
started in cold frames and seed 
boxes immediately. 

Probably the most important 
new type of petunia is the new 
California single fringed. This is 
considerably larger than the 
double sorts, will come true fo 
type from seeds, and is very easily 
propagated both from seeds and 
from cuttings. 

There are several new types of 
bedding petunias, which grow 
with a similar habit of growth to 
Rosy Morn, but may be had this 
year for .the first time in sev- 
eral different new colors. 

MARIGOLDS. 

One of the favorite summer 
flowering annuals is the _ tall, 
double, African marigold. The two 
favorite varieties, double orange 
and double lemon, planted now in 
cold frames then transplanted 
after Easter, should be in full 
bloom by the middle of June. 


For 4all flowering, the French 
dwarf is best suited. It is well to 
remember in both the African 
and the French that the cutting 
of these flowers will insure more 
blooms. 

VEGETABLES. 

Among the vegetables that may 

be planted through the cold frame 


or seed box to greater advantage, 
is the tomato family. The tomato 
is not only retaining the popu- 
larity that it has enjoyed for su 
long a time, but seems to be grow- 
ing in popularity in spite of the 
fact that it is not recommended 
as a “sure cure for all ailments.” 


The most popular type of to- 
mato is the large beefstake type. 
This is a very large, meaty to- 
mato and generally free of seeds. 
There is only one objection to this 
type of tomato and that is, the 
danger of splitting if it happens 
to grow a little too fast. The two 
best varieties of this type are the 
old-fashioned Ponderosa and his 
younger brother, Brimmer. The 
Brimmer has every advantage 
that Ponderosa enjoys and at the 


same time is a much smother 
tomato. They are both red in 
color. 


In the smaller, round tomatoes, 
are found such varieties as Avon 
Farly, Redfield, Beauty and Mar- 
globe. These are somewhat smalle- 
er than the Brimmer, but have a 
better shape and grow more uni- 
formly. 

For the past few vears there 
has been considerable trouble 
from wilt on tomatoes. The Unit- 
ed States department of agricul- 


ture has introduced a couple of 
varieties that are said to be wilt- 
resistant, to a very large extent, 
and are fast growing in popularity 
for this reason. The three varie- 
tles recommended by the govern- 
ment are Marglobe, Norton and 
Norduke. Another hint that may 
be of interest and also of value 
is that of planting tomatoes in 
new ground or in ground that 
hasn't had tomatoes for a number 
of years. It seems that this wilt 
comes from the soil and that there 
is little that may be done to re- 
move it from the ground. 

The seeds should be planted 
now in the cold frame or seed 
box, and should be covered to a 
depth of about one-fourth of an 
inch. After the plants have reach- 
ed a height of some four to six 
inches, they should be transplant- 
ed into the garden proper. This 
transplanting should occur after 


all danger of frost has passed, 
about Easter time. 

Plant them in good, rich. loamy 
soil and fertilize heavily with 
12-4-4 or Loma. 


WHAT TO PLANT IN JANU ; 

VEGETABLES: Sow lettuce. ve 
and onion seeds in the cold frame. 
Start an asparagus bed at this time.

‘Triuraph?

a HIS is the story of a wom- 
an and some fools. The 
latter — need we add? — 
were men. 

Nan Patterson enters the scene 
‘an innocent, berry-stained maid 
of 16, youngest of ten children 
who lived in a log cabin farm- 
house on Kitts Hill, eight miles 
from Ironton, Ohio. If this were 
a movie you would see her trip- 
ping down sun-dappled lanes, milk 
bucket on her round young arm, 4 
typical rural maiden who blushed 
in confusion whenever a young 
man spoke to her. 


From this peaceful scene of 
gurgling brooks and tinkling cow- 
bells, the picture would shift mo- 
mentarily to the bustling factories 
of Ironton, and to the battlefields 
in Europe. For it was war time, 
and one by one Nan’s brothers 
were going off on the Great Ad- 
venture. The war seemed far 
from these green hills of Ohio, 
and life was anything but grim 
to this child of nature. 

Then came a momentous day 
when she visited Ironton with a 
neighbor. 

She saw the war posters, ap- 
pealing to the people to do their 
bit. She saw troop trains depart- 
ing on the C. & O. She was 
thrilled to the core as she beheld 
the steel factories belching smoke 
and flame as they ground out 
guns and shells. Most interest- 
ing of all were the groups? of 
girls, some of them no older than 
she, leaving a factory at lunch 
hour. 

Nan learned that the girls were 
making as much as $30 a week-—

When he 
kissed her she thrilled to a sensa- 
tion she had never known before.

If young Bentley had been a few 
years older he would, possibly, 
have known better how to carry 
a role which he found only be- 
wildering. Marriage was not 
what either of them had thought 
-—they were two children lost in 
the dark. After only a few 
months they separated and later 
on were divorced.

John Porter, of Coal Grove, 
Ohio, was a fireman on the rail- 
road when Nan quit her farm 
home and became a factory 
worker. Presently he enlisted in 
the army and went to France. 
There he rubbed elbows with col- 
lege men and former professional 
men. When he returned to Amer- 
ica he was fired with the ambi- 
tion to wear a white collar in his 
working hours. 

He decided to become a lawver. 
Though he his old job 
with the railroad he began to 
study for the bar. His split run 
gave him many davlight hours in 
Ironton, where he became ac- 
quainted with all the local law- 
yers. One of the veterans in- 
vited him to make use of his law 
library. He took a correspondence 
course, 

Four years later he passed his 
bar examinations. 

Porter opened an office on 
Third street in Ironton. His rail- 
road and war buddies brought him 
business. Older lawvers tossed 
cases.

Bubbles Bartram appeared at 
city prison while Moreland was 
temporarily confined there and 
demanded to see the prisoner. As 
Bubbles gave evidence of being 
somewhat overwrought, permis- 
Sion was denied. With that he 
pulled a gun on Police Chief D. J. 
Callihan and fired one shot be- 
fore he was disarmed. This time 
nobody was hit. . 

The towering riveter had an- 
other visitor during these excit- 
ing days. It was Nan of the hazel 
eves. She brought him fried 
chicken, toothsome pies of her 
own baking and (you've guessed 
it) love. 

The shooting apparently touched 
off the spark—or perhaps it was 
the confinement in jail and the 
threat of imprisonment or death. 
Nan realized now that Hermie 
was her man. When he held her 
in his hard-muscled arms and 
kissed her it was like nothing 
that had ever happened to her 
before. That affair with Charlie 
had been mere child’s stuff.

Moreland pleaded self-defense 
and the grand jury believed him. 
As soon as he was released he and 
Nan were married. 

Bubbles Bartram was held for 
the action of the grand jury for 
his impulsivemess in the city 
prison but nothing ever was done 
about it.

Moreland hired a cook, 
Gilbert Flowers, and Nan’s niece, 
Ernestine Francis, came in from 


the country to help serve the pa- . 


trons. 

Moreland, with things going 
nicely at the shoppe, found time 
hanging on his hands.

“Maybe you'd like to turn this 
over to the police.” 

He walked out, climbed into his 
car, drove home. There he in- 
formed his mother what he had 
done. 

“I'm leaving town,” he told her 
and sped away in the car. 

Nan Moreland was at her hus- 
band’s side a few minutes after 
the shooting. He died in her arms 
two hours later. 

Three days later, while a state- 
wide search was being made for 
the fugitive, Bartram drove back 
to Ironton and gave himself up. 
“Why should I run away?’ he 
said. “I ain’t done nothing but 
shoot a dirty dog.” 

Prosecutor Porter prepared the 
evidence in the case for the grand 
jury. He summoned the widow to 
his office and conferred with her. 
Porter was attracted to Nan from 
the first moment he laid eyes on 
the young woman. (He was six 
years her senior.) The confer- 
ences were extended to the beer 
flat on Third street, which Nan 
continued to operate after the 
tragedy. 

Porter’s family knew nothing of 
the affair, but the courthouse 
crowd knew about if and won- 
dered what this infatuation would 
lead to. 

o a ” * 

About the first of October a 
rival for Nan’s affections ap- 
peared on the scene—a country 
school teacher from Nan’s native 
hills. (Name never made public.) 
He came to town on week-ends 
but his dates with the attractive 
widow fanned Porter’s passion to 
a white heat. According to his 
friends, he seemed to lose com- 
plete control of himself. 


In and out of court he flew into 
violent rages. His arguments 
were incoherent—his mind seemed, 
to a certain extent, to have col- 
lapsed. His friends attributed it 
to the fact that he had been 
shell-shocked in the war. 


On Friday night, October 27, 
1933, Nan had a date with the 
school teacher. Porter heard 
about it the next day and began 
to drink heavily. He went to her 
flat Saturday morning to remon- 
strate, only to learn that she 
Planned to see her admirer that 
evening. 

At 2:30 Saturday afternoon 
Prosecutor Porter lurched into the 
second-hand store of Lou D. 
Smith, a few doors below Nan’s 
Place. He first asked to look at 
some guitars. Smith showed him 
an instrument, a new one just re- 
ceived. The price was $6. Porter 
said he would take it. 


Then, hesitating, he said, “I 
want a gat.” 

Smith, thinking Porter meant a 
blackjack, took him upstairs and 
showed a blackjack of his own. 


“To hell with that,” the prose- 
cutor growled. “I want a gun.” 

The dealer told Porter he could 
buy him a gun at the Central 
Hardware Company’s store and 
obtain a 10 per cent discount for 
cash. “Go and get it,” said Por- 
ter. Smith did so. The weapon 
Was loaded at the hardware store 
upon request. Porter wrote a 
check for $15 covering the pur- 
chases. 

(NO, we don’t know if it oc- 
curred to any one to ask him 
what he planned to do with the 
gun.) 

With the weapon in his pocket 
and the guitar under his arm, 
Porter mounted the steep iron 
Stairway to Nan’s apartment. 

At 1l a. m. Sheriff E. W. Ben- 


nett, of Lawrence county, received 
a telephone call at his office. The 
man who called refused to give 
his name but Bennett recognized 
Porter’s voice. Porter demanded, 
in a rather nasty manner, that 
the sheriff come to Nan’s place 
at once. Bennett went there, ac- 
companied by a deputy. 

They found the prosecutor sit- 
ting on the edge of Nan’s bed, in 
a drunken condition, and Nan 
was Standing near by. 


“Who called me?” Bennett de- 
manded. Nan nodded toward 
Porter. 

Porter admitted calling. . Ben- 
nett stated that he had responded 
purely for the purpose of licking 
the man who had talked so in- 
sultingly over the telephone. Por- 
ter pushed himself to his feet and 
walked toward Bennett. “Well, 
here I am,” he said. Nan stepped 
between them, saying to Bennett, 
“Don’t hit him—he’s drunk.” 


Back in his office, Sheriff Ben- 
nett phoned the widow. He told 
her to get Porter out of her place 
or he would close it up. She 
promised she would. 

(Later Bennett was asked why 
he had not arrested Porter when 
he found him intoxicated. He re- 
plied that he would have been ac- 
cused of a political frameup, as 
it was well known that he and 
the prosecutor were not on the 
best of terms.) 

At about 3:20 p. m., Gilbert 
Flowers, the cook, heard two 
shots. He ran to the door of 
Nan’s bedroom and (found it 
bolted. He broke down the door. 

Porter was lving face down on 
one side of the bed, clad only in 
his underwear. On the floor on 
the opposite side of the bed lay 
the woman, her silk pajamas 
stained with blood. Flowers saw 
that there was a bullet hole un- 
der her right ear. Porter had 
been wounded in the right eye. 

The. cook summoned Police 
Chief Callihan. The officer saw 
the guitar on the floor at the foot 
of the bed and the revolver on 
the bed near the foot. a little 
closer to the side where the 
woman’s body lay. Both the man 
and woman were unconscious, 


The pair were rushed to Mart- 
ing hospital. Nan died within two 
hours. She never regained con- 
sciousness. Porter made several 
mumbiing statements. In the 
first he said, “Nan, why did you 
do it? I thought vou were kid- 
ding.” Then he said, “I don’t 
know who did it,” and “There was 
only one shot.” 

A bullet found on the floor near 
where Nan fell was 
tered, as if it had struck a solid 
substance. This may have been 
the slug which passed through 
Porter’s right eve, coming out be- 
hind the left eye. The other bul- 
let had lodged in the woman’s 
forehead. 


There were powder burns on 
Nan’'s right shoulder and on Por- 
ter’s face. 

Police at first believed the 
widow had shot Porter and then 
herself. Later they veered to the 
theory that Porter had fired the 
shots. Considerable blood on the 
woman's side of the bed indicated 
that she had been lying there 
when the fatal shot was fired. 
The side of the bed on which Por- 
ter was found’ was blood spattered 
but the police decided that he 
had not been lying down when 
shot. 

Later Dr. C. E. Zidt declared, 
after an examination, that Mrs. 
Moreland could not have fired the 


shot which killed her. Dr. W. F. 
Marting, a police judge as well 
as a physician, took the opposite 
view. 

Porter’s wife hurried to his bed- 
side, saying she would stand by 


him. Physicians said he would re- 
cover but that he would never see 
again out of his right eye, and 
possibly not out of his left, either. 
He was still in the hospital No- 
vember 9, when Coroner H. ‘H. 
Jones held his inquest. The 
wounded man sent a signed state- 
ment, which was presented by As- 
sistant Prosecutor A. J. Layne. 


Porter stated that when he en- 
tered Nan’s bedroom after buying 
the gun and guitar, he placed the 
pistol on a smoking stand and, 
sitting on the edge of the bed, 
began to strum the guitar. 

Suddenly, he continued, Nan 
grabbed the gun and started for 
him. with “a wild look in her 
eyes.” He tried to wrest the gun 
from her, he said, and in the 
tussle it was discharged. This, he 
said, was the last thing he re- 
membered. 

Coroner Jones returned a ver- 
dict that Mrs. Moreland had met 


death at the hands of John Por- 
ter. The next day Stanley Pat- 
terson, brother of the dead wom- 
an, caused Porter’s arrest on an 
affidavit charging first degree 
murder. Porter pleaded not guilty 
when arraigned before Justice 
Fred B. Davies at Coal Grove and 
was held under $5,000 bond for 
action of the grand jury. The 
bond was signed by Porter's two 
sisters and his wife. 

Meanwhile, Bubbles Bartram 
has been acquitted of the More<- 
land slaying—and Nan is in her 
grave, back in the hills.

HEN a partnership 
W reaches a contract at 
which they are set 5,400 


points, it is not at all strange or 
unusual that after the battle is 
over each of the pair should have 
a number of very searching ques- 
tions to ask both of himself and 
his partner. 

Such a set occurred in a recent 
duplicate game in Muskegon, 
Mich., and the hand was submit- 
ted to me by A. E. Melrose, who 
states that the bidding has caused 
considerable discussion in that 
city. I do not wonder that it did. 
The hand and actual bidding 
were:

Mr. Melrose submits the follow- 
ing questions, under each of which 
I give my answer, 

Question 1: One heart having 
been bid by West, was the re- 
sponse of one spade by East cor- 
rect? ‘ 

Answer: The response of one 
spade by East was correct. 


Question 2: Was the response 
of two diamonds by West correct 
after the bid of one spade by 
East? 

Answer: The response of two 
diamonds by West was entirely 
incorrect. To bid a three-card 
suit in such a situation, for the 
purpose of showing an ace, is a 
clear invitation to disaster. 

Question 3: On a bid of two dia- 


monds by West, should East re- 


spond with a bid of three clubs? 
Answer: East’s bid of three 
clubs is equally incorrect for the 
same reason as given in Answer 2. 
Question 4: After the three- 
no-trump bid by West, should 
East disclose his two aces by bid- 


ding four no-trump, in view of 
the previous bidding? 

Answer: The bidding structure 
has been erected on such a faulty 
foundation that each succeeding 
bid, after the second round, is 
just adding to the certainty of 
further trouble. Of course, East 
Should not bid four no-trump as 
his own bid of three clubs was 
faulty and he has only indiffer- 
ent support for the second suit 
bid by West, with no support for 
West's first bid. 

Question 5: Should West re- 
spond to the four no-trump bid 
with five clubs, and should East 
then disclose his diamond Queén 
with a five diamond bid? 

Answer: West perhaps is justi- 
fied in attempting to sign off at 
five clubs as he certainly must 
know bv this time that he has 
been guilty of grievous overbid- 
ding. Of course, the conventional 
response to four no-trump, hold- 
ing two aces, is five no-trump. 
Equally, East has been caught by 
his own lack of logic, so any bid 
he now makes is sure to be wrong, 

Question 6: Was West's hand 
strong enough to justify a five- 
no-trump bid, disclosing the other 
two aces, after East’s response of 
five diamonds? 

Answer: West should not bid 
five no-trump if he has refused 
to bid it in response to the slam 
convention. 

Question 7: After the five-no- 
trump .bid by West, should East 
pass, leaving the bid at that con- 
tract, or should he take it out in 
a suit, and if so, was the heart 
bid the correct one, or should he 
have gone to spades after West 
had denied the spade support in 
his bidding? 

Answer: Again it is practically 
impossible to say what East 
should do as all the preceding 
bidding has been so bad. How- 
ever, whatever he should do, he 
should not bid six hearts at West 
has bid the suit only once and 
therefore it does not appear either 
long enough or strong enough to 
justify a slam contract with only 
two cards of the suit in the part- 
ner’s hand. 

Question 8: Was West justified 
in redoubling a contract of six 
hearts? 

Answer: Certainly not. 
Question 9: West’s bid of two 
diamonds was the greatest error 
because that faulty bid started the 
comedy of errors, which resulted 
in disaster. 

Question 10: In your opinion, 
which side erred the most in the 
bidding? 


Answer: Where both players 
erred so greatly, it is rather dif- 
ficult to assess the blame. How- 
ever, as West's incorrect second 
bid started the avalanche, he is 
probably most to blame. 

Question 11: Could West have 
held the contract to a loss of 
four tricks instead of six? 

Answer: It would appear that 
against the very best defense 
West should make more than six. 
tricks. There is no reason what- 
ever why he cannot take two 
spade tricks, three heart tricks, 
one diamond and one clyb, and 
there is a bare possibility that 
there may be still another trick.
